I lit* International News Service, the second largest news gathering organization in the world, keeps the Courier in­ 
formed i very minute of the day as to world happenings as well as national and state affairs. 
in addition to all of these agencies there are the countless friends who are ever thoughtful and when something of 
it crest occurs in their section at once telephone the Courier and a staff reporter is assigned to write the story.

I i w s tip is received in this manner and accidents, fires, etc., are often telephoned almost as soon as they occur. To 
these friends the Courier feels deeply indebted.
